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REMARKS 

Expeditious examination is respectfully solicited. Applicants have rewritten the 
specification in order to make the description of the invention more fiill, clear, concise, and exact 
in accordance v^ith 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 paragraph 1. To the best of undersigned counsel's ability to 
discern, the specification contains no nev^ matter. 

In addition. Applicants have cancelled all preexisting claims to the elected 
invention and substituted nevs^ claims. It is believed that these nev^ claims more particularly point 
out and more distinctly claim the subject matter of the elected invention in accordance with 35 
U.S.C § 112 paragraph 2.
